“The fact that since 1913," the state­ 
ment says, "the United States has be­ 
come a party to treaties with France.

tween them of every nature whatso­ 
ever to the settlem ent of which pre­ 
vious arbitration treaties 
or agree­ 
ments do not apply, shall, when diplo­ 
matic methods 
of adjustm ent have 
failed, be referred for investigation 
and report to an international com­ 
mission and ‘they agree not to deciare 
war or begin hostilities during such 
Investigation and before tho report is 
submitted.* 
"The report shall be presented in 
the maximum 
period 
of one year. 
These treaties still have some time to 
run. 
“Plainly, 
therefore, 
the 
United 
States is treaty bound to submit dis­ 
putes. even involving the Monroe doc­ 
trine, to a body which would fneet the 
requirements of the 
League to En 
force Peace."

SEVEN CENT MEAL? 


Berea College In K e n tu c ky M ou nta in s 
M a k e s N ew Record— Balanced 
Ration Used. 


(By Associated Tress.) 
Berea, Ky., Dec. 29.— In order 
to 
prove that the cost of living has not 
reached every part 
of the country, 
Berea College, in the K entucky moun­ 
tains, is responsible for the statem en t 
that its fourteen hundred students are 
fed at a cost of 7 cen ts per m eal, that 
they gained “several tons” in w eight 
and that the boarding hall made a net 
gain of $559.49. 
In explaining this record President 
Frost of the co lleg e refers first to the 
econom y of num bers, som e fourteen 
hundred students being in constant at­ 
tendance in the five departm ents.

Thfe child has an opportunity

In 1914 a 10-year-old boy won the first 
prize iii the contests of the congress 
by producing on a plot of ground IO 
by 20 feet 573 pounds of vegetables, 
valued at $33.32, and w hat one woman 
did can be done by any other woman. 
On a plat of ground of less than one 
acre she raised $287.19 worth of vege­ 
tables. which is as great value as is 
often raised on a 15-acre farm planted 
in field crops. 
The 1914 records of the 
congress 
show’ that the average school garden 
produced a net profit of $29.89. 
The 
average boy's and girl’s garden pro­ 
duced a net profit of $92.93. 
The net 
profit per square yard for the school 
garden was a bit of 7 cents; for the 
hoy's and girl’s, nearly IO cents: and 
for adults, a little over 5 cents. 
It 
will be noted that the boy’s and girl’s 
individual gardens 
excelled 
In net 
profit per square yard eith er school or 
adult garden.

Austin, Texas, Jan. 
3.— Statistics 
just gathered by the state of this sea­ 
son’s yield show that the Texas pea­ 
nut industry has reached enormous 
proportions, which ^means much, 
to 
the live stock and commercial inter­ 
ests of the state. 
The total acreage 
was approximately 350,000, and each 
acre is yielding an average of sixty 
bushels, making the total production 
approximately 
21 
million 
bushels. 
The cotton seed oil mills afford the 
principal market for the crop, and the 
price they are paying at present is $1 
a bushel. 
Furthermore each acre of 
peanuts gives an average of one ton 
of hay, which sells readily for $12 a 
ton. 
At this price this season’s crop 
of peanut hay will bring a total of 
about $4,200,000, bringing the value of 
the peanuts and by-products up to 25 
million dollars. 
Judging from the en­ 
couragement which the cotton seed 
oil mill companies are giving the pea­ 
nut industry, the acreage in that crop 
in Texas will be more than doubled 
next year.
